Prof. Dewar stands at the head of 


the scientific societies of Europe. He 
says that oxygen is highly phospho- 
rescent. That means that under cer- 
tain conditions oxygen will give off a 
steady light similar to tbat of a glow- 
worm. The gas Is charged with elec- 
tricity and then passed into a vacuum 
tube where it gives off a comet like 
pbosphoresreut light. This is another 
suggestion as to the origin and nature 
of light. The proportion of oxygen In- 
creases'nearBr the earth's surface and 
so does tho intensity of light 
As we 


ascend in tho atmosphere, light and 
the proportion of oxygen to other gases 
decrease in nearly tho same ratio. 
Along with these facts we may per- 
ceive thut the fores which radiates 
from the sun in straight linefc comes in 
contact with the oxygen of our atmos- 
phere and this combined action ignites 
tha 
carbon gases producing light.
